NEW FLOATING HOSPITAL, 


Latest Innovation Connected with Care 
of the Sick. 

The plans of the new Roston float 
ing hospital are still in process of con- 
struction by naval architects, whe. 
however, huve completed one showing 
the hull, which gives some idea of 
her dimensions. She is to be construct- 
ed of steel, 170 feet over all, 40 feet 
over the guards and 40 feet water line 
beam. 

Her superstructure wii! be not unlike 
the harbor steamers, though much 
more lofty. Her under-water body 
will be of an unusual shape for this 
class of vessel, being similar to the 
shallow, center board American sloops 
of twenty years ago. This will insure 
ease of motion, an absolute necessity 
in a hospital ship. 

The ship will have five decks. On 
the lower deck, or In the bold, will be 
the engine room, with 1,750 square 
feet of floor space, the autopsy room 
and morgue, and the machinery for the 
atmospheric plant, which dries, 
or warms Ue air, as occasion may re- 
quire. 

In this part of the ship will be the 
dining room for the mothers and chil- 
dren, seating about 100 at a time, the
